TOKYO, Japan (AFP) - 
Countries across the world 
have shunned Japanese food 
imports as radioactive steam 
leaked from a disaster-struck 
nuclear plant, straining nerves 
in Tokyo. 

The grim toll of dead and 
missing from Japan’s monster 
earthquake and tsunami on 
March 11 topped 26,000. Hun¬ 
dreds of thousands remained 
huddled in evacuation shelters 
and fears grew in Tokyo over 
water safety. 

The damage to the 
Fukushima nuclear plant from 
the tectonic calamity and a se¬ 
ries of explosions has stoked 
global anxiety. The United 
States and Hong Kong have al¬ 
ready restricted Japanese food, 
and France wants the Euro¬ 
pean Union to do the same. 

Russia ordered a halt to 
food imports from four prefec¬ 
tures — Fukushima, Gunma, 
Ibaraki and Tochigi — near the 
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stricken plant some 250 kilo¬ 
metres (155 miles) northeast of 
Tokyo. 

Moscow also quarantined a 
Panama-flagged cargo ship 
that had passed near the plant 
and put its 19 crew under me¬ 
dical supervision after detect¬ 
ing radiation levels three times 
the norm in the engine room. 

Australia banned produce 
from the area, including sea¬ 
weed and seafood, milk, dairy 
products, fresh fruit and veg¬ 
etables. 

It said, however, that Japa¬ 
nese food already on store 
shelves was safe, as it had 
shipped before the quake, and 
that "the risk of Australian con¬ 
sumers being exposed to ra¬ 
dionuclides in food imported 
from Japan is negligible." 

Canada implemented en¬ 
hanced import controls on 
products from the four prefec¬ 
tures. 

Singapore suspended im¬ 
ports of milk products and 
other foodstuffs from the same 
four prefectures, as well as all 
food products from two more - 
- Chiba and Ehime. 

The city-state's move came 
after officials found "radioac¬ 
tive contaminants" in four 
samples of vegetables from 
Japan, though the authorities 
stressed the radiation levels in 
the produce were still very 
low. 

The Philippines banned 
Japanese chocolate imports, 
and Indonesia asked that Japan 
certify its exported processed 
foods as radiation-free. 

"Food safety issues are an 
additional dimension of the 
emergency," said three UN 
agencies in a joint statement is¬ 
sued in Geneva, pledging they 
were "committed to mobilising 
their knowledge and expertise" 
to help Japan. 

Japan was taking the right 
actions, said the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, World 
Health Organization, and Food 
and Agriculture Organization. 


“Unfortunately, the demand to 
travel to Aruba is far greater 
than the amount of airlift of¬ 
fered at this time,” commented 
Myrna Jansen, former ATA di¬ 
rector and now a part of Min¬ 
ister Oduber’s team. “We are 
addressing this, and courting 
airlines, which we hope will 
provide direct flights. Pre¬ 
sently, travelers from these na¬ 
tions have to find connections 
through Copa Airlines in 
Panama; those from Argentina 
are often required to fly first to 
Miami and then back to 
Aruba.” 

Aruba Airport Authority 
CEO Peter Steinmetz addressed 
the gathering regarding the in¬ 
creasing facilities of the Reina 
Beatrix International Airport, 
and cited that this year arrivals 
are up to and appear to be going 
beyond 2008 numbers, which 
are the record arrival statistics 
Aruba seeks to enlarge upon for 
healthy growth. 

Guest speaker for this 
year’s CATA was German 
Herebia, CEO and Co-founder 
of INTEXTUAL.net and 
AdsMovil; he is Executive Di¬ 
rector of Programming and 
Online Publicity for the Uni¬ 
versity of Palermo, Italy. His 


specialty is Internet Marketing 
and Sales Management and he 
professes to be “passionate 
about learning and teaching 
online marketing. 

During their days on the is¬ 
land, delegates were treated to 
a special exposition dedicated 
to Aruba’s silver anniversary 
of “Status Aparte,”- autonomy 
within the Dutch Kingdom, at 
the Insight Art Gallery. Their 
days were also filled with in¬ 
specting the renovations and 
upgrades to many of the island 
resorts over the last few years. 


Today they will be caught

Special scanning equipment 
has been brought in from Hol¬ 
land which will scan the driv¬ 
ers license petitions which in 
turn are sent digitally to the 
Netherlands where the drivers 
licenses are produced.

Minister of Public Health and 
Sports, Richard Visser, in a 
recent press conference, re¬ 
marked that.. .”I’m extremely 
happy that Aruba Bank, the 
first private company, has ex¬ 
tended a helping hand to help 
us combat the mosquitoes 
that transmit the dengue dis¬ 
ease.” During a recent visit 
to the Netherlands, the minis¬ 
ter met with Soper Strategies 
and discussed ways for elim¬ 
inating the dengue bearing 
mosquitoes permanently in 
Aruba. 

As a result of the heavy 
rain showers and many open 
water deposits, Aruba is 
faced with a serious problem 
with these dengue transmit¬ 
ting mosquitoes. Many of 
these open water deposits 
have become fertile breeding 
areas for these mosquitoes. 

Aruba Bank sponsored the 
visit of the group from the 
Netherlands, who within a 
couple of days did an exten¬ 
sive investigation of the situ¬ 
ation on Aruba and presented 
a one year plan which would 
cost a staggering 2 million 
Euros to implement. 

With this plan, the Dutch 
group guarantees that we 
could completely, totally 
eradicate the dengue carrying 
mosquito. 

According to Visser ... 
’’For us to achieve great 
things, we will need the sup¬ 
port of everyone in the com¬ 
munity.” The minister 
continued to indicate that he 
was very pleased that the 


community is extending a 
helping hand. GKMB (de¬ 
partment of yellow fever 
mosquito eradication) is 
working very hard. The De¬ 
partment of Public Health, 
our doctors, the Hospital and 
now even the private sector is 
offering initiatives that will 
benefit our people.” The 
minister concluded by saying 
that.. .’’It is our hope that just 
as Aruba Bank there would 
be other private companies 
that would follow suit and 
join efforts in an alliance with 
the government to work to¬ 
gether on combating Dengue 
and to making Aruba Dengue 
free.”

The Office is now in the 
process of evaluating the en¬ 
tire administrative system to 
ascertain exactly what every 
employee does so as to come 
up with a specific job de¬ 
scription and a new structure 
for the Office and to elimi¬ 
nate any unnecessary forms. 

This entire process will 
take some time to complete. 
In the interim there will be a 
numbers system in the wait¬ 
ing room with an electronic 
announcer. There will also be 
a coffee of pot for waiting 
clients to enjoy while they 
wait their turn for assistance 
at one of the four windows. 

One set back at this mo¬ 
ment is that the special regis¬ 
tration form has run out. An 
early request for a refill was 
sent to Holland, but instead 
of receiving the 5,000 they 


ordered, the Dutch company 
shipped only 3,000 copies to 
Aruba. A new order was sent 
for an additional 15,000 but 
there has been a delay in re¬ 
ceiving these here. They are 
in constant contact with the 
Dutch supplier. This special 
form is very important in the 
administration process for it 
is on this form that the special 
code and the driver’s data are 
affixed prior to being 
scanned. 

The Police Force is doing 
its utmost to provide the best 
possible professional service 
to the general public at this 
Office. Hence, the organiza¬ 
tion can depend on the sup¬ 
port of the Minister of Justice 
and his staff to ensure that the 
process of renovation is com¬ 
pleted the soonest possible.

as croton flaven, is used to 
cure a stuffy nose: rub a few 
leaves together and breathe in 
the fragrant vapors. For a 
longer lasting effect, wrap 
cmshed leaves in a clean hand¬ 
kerchief to carry throughout 
the day. 

Aloe vera, which grows 
wherever it wants to on the is¬ 
land as well as cultivated for 
export, is still the super plant 
for an assortment of 
whatever ails young, 
middle and old. Used 
in its purest form, the 
gel cut out from the 
strong protective 
leaves, leads a list of 
cures, including, it is 
said, to grown hair on 
balding scalps. The 
first recorded pharma¬ 
ceutical use was found 
on a Sumerian clay 
tablet dating back to 
1750 BC. Cleopatra 
used it as a beauty aid. 
Aloe vera is still con¬ 
sidered the world's 
finest healer for bums 
and skin injuries. 

It is also used as a general 
tonic in combination with 
other elements, such as pure 
coconut oil or pure honey, de¬ 
pending on the concoction 
blender.

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Wind, solar becoming cost 
competitive: Chu 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Clean sources of energy such 
as wind and solar will be no 
more expensive than oil and 
gas projects by the end of the 
decade, US Energy Secretary 
Steven Chu said Wednesday. 

President Barack Obama's 
administration has been en¬ 
couraging companies to in¬ 
vest in green growth, calling 


it a new source of jobs and 
fearing that other nations — 
led by China — are stealing 
the march. 

"Before maybe the end of 
this decade, I see wind and 
solar being cost-competitive 
without subsidy with new 
fossil fuel," Chu told an event 
at the Pew Charitable Trusts. 

"So the country and the

companies who develop 
those renewable energy and 
resources that become cost 
competitive without subsidy 
all of a sudden have a world 
market. And, boy, we can't 
lose that world market," he 
said. 

The US Congress has re¬ 
jected attempts to mandate 
curbs on carbon emissions 
blamed for climate change, 
with many members of the 
Republican Party arguing that 
reducing dependence on fos¬ 
sil fuels would be too expen¬ 
sive. 

But the Obama adminis¬ 
tration has been hoping to 
seek bipartisan cooperation 
on what it hopes are less con¬ 
troversial efforts such as en¬ 
couraging renewable energy. 

Both the administration 
and Republicans have de¬ 
fended the pursuit of nuclear 
power — which causes virtu¬ 
ally no carbon emissions — 
despite radiation concerns in 
Japan from a plant hit by the 
March 11 earthquake and 
tsunami. 

Adidas wants 
generalised 
'Better Cotton* use 

by 2018: report 

BERLIN (AFP) - The Ger- 
man sporting goods group 
Adidas wants to make all its 
cotton clothing with material 
that has earned the "Better 
Cotton" label by 2018, an ex¬ 
ecutive said Tuesday in a 
press interview. 

"We want to increase the 
part of 'Better Cotton' as 
quickly as possible, and use 
only that by 2018," Frank 
Henke, head of environmen¬ 
tal and social issues at Adi¬ 
das, told the business daily 
Handelsblatt. 

The label is attributed to 
cotton raised with a mini¬ 
mum of pesticides and by 
methods that limit the 
amount of water used, while 
also providing sustainable 
work in decent conditions, 
the newspaper explained. 

Last year, Adidas had 
more than 300 million pieces 
of clothing produced from 
cotton and synthetic fibres, 
both for taking part in sports 
and leisure wear. 

It has been criticised by 
environmental and human 
rights groups for the negative 
impact of production meth¬ 
ods in some of the factories 
that make its clothing.

New startup Color builds 
community with photos 


PALO ALTO, California 
(AFP) - The founder of an 
online music service snapped 
up by Apple more than a year 
ago is out to weave smart¬ 
phone users into spontaneous 
communities through instant 
image sharing. 

Color, lets owners of 
Apple or Android smart¬ 
phones automatically share 
pictures with any other 
nearby users of the service. 

"It takes the concept of 
Twitter to a whole new crazy 
place," Nguyen told AFP 
while demonstrating Color at 
his startup's headquarters in a 
pair of rented storefronts in 
the Silicon Valley city of Palo 
Alto. 

"Every time you turn on 
this app, it's like a bat, it con¬ 
nects into every other phone 
around you," he continued, 
bat cufflinks in the sleeves of 
his shirt. 

Bain Capital, Sequoia 
Capital, and Silicon Valley 
Bank have pumped $41 mil¬ 
lion in investment money 
into Color, which Nguyen 
said was inspired by Apple 
heralding the start of a "post- 
PC era." 

Nguyen's previous startup 
was online music site Lala, 
which was purchased by the 
maker of iPhones, iPads, 
iPods, and Macintosh com¬ 
puters in December 2009. 

Lala hosted digital music 
collections on the Web, al¬ 
lowing access from varied lo¬ 
cations in what it described as 
"music in the clouds." 

Lala also scanned iTunes 
collections and then stocked 
Lala account libraries with 
the same songs on the prem¬ 
ise they had already been pur¬ 
chased. 

It remains to be seen what 
Apple has planned for Lala, 
which it closed last year. 
Nguyen left Apple in Sep¬ 
tember to start Color. 

"If I could do a tribute to 
Apple and what I learned, 
this would be it," Nguyen 
said of Color. "We are creat¬ 
ing something brand new; the 
network is going to be cre¬ 
ated just by people being 
around each other." 

The post-PC (personal 
computer) era is marked by a 
shift from desktop computers 


to smartphones and tablet de¬ 
vices, Apple visionary Steve 
Jobs has proclaimed. 

"What I saw in Apple 
products was that this was a 
world driven by actually 
using information while you 
are up and about doing 
things," Nguyen said. "It had 
the potential to be social in a 
way very different from the 
way the Web was." 

Nguyen shunned a Face- 
book model that he saw as a 
colossal social network con¬ 
necting far-flung friends or 
family, opting instead to let 
people with smartphones get 
to know those nearby. 

"I wanted to build a sys¬ 
tem that would give you al¬ 
most a small town feel 
again," Nguyen said. 

Free Color applications 
for iPhones and Android de¬ 
vices will let people in close 
proximity to one another 
communally capture pictures, 
videos, and text messages. 

Smartphone users activate 
Color applications and de¬ 
vices do the rest with no need 
to upload, log in, or identify 
users. 

"Basically, every camera 
around you is your camera, 
instantly," Nguyen said. 

Color software taps into 
smartphone gyroscopes to 
figure out whom in a crowd, 
say at a stadium rock concert, 
is closest to the central attrac¬ 
tion and which cameras are 
apt to have the best pictures. 

Concertgoers in distant 
seats get images from people 
nearby, possible friends, as 
well as from those in the front 
row. 

Color users can keep all 
shared images taken at gath¬ 
erings, with links between 
smartphones severing after 
they leave. 

"When you post photos to 
Facebook, there is this weird 
single perspective to it; it is 
just your view of your life," 
Nguyen said. "We thought 
that was lame; we can do bet¬ 
ter." 

Color identifies phones, 
not people, so no personal 
data is gathered from users. 
Abusing the service will re¬ 
sult in a phone being blocked 
from Color.

Gene screen shows wider picture of 
blood cancer 


Drug prevents diabetes 
in high-risk people: 
study 


PARIS (AFP) - Scientists 
yesterday published the 
broadest picture yet of the 
likely genetic causes of mul¬ 
tiple myeloma, a common 
form of blood cancer in 
which malignant white blood 
cells proliferate unchecked. 

The map comes courtesy 
of a trawl through the DNA 
of 38 people with the disease, 
according to the research car¬ 
ried out by 21 institutions in 
North America. 

White blood cells develop 
in the bone marrow and make 
antibodies that help the im¬ 
mune system fight microbes. 
Multiple myeloma cripples 
these defences, leaving vic¬ 
tims dangerously exposed to 
infections. 

The survival rate is poor 
compared to other cancers. 
About 20,000 new cases are 
diagnosed in the United 
States each year, and fewer 
than 40 percent survive to 


five years. 

Genomic sequencing en¬ 
tails looking through the 
DNA code for tiny variations 
that could explain why some 
people are at risk of disease 
while others are not. 

The cost of sequencing 
has fallen sharply in recent 
years, which means re¬ 
searchers are able to cast their 
net wider than before. Previ¬ 
ous studies into multiple 
myeloma have been able to 
look only at the DNA of a 
single patient. 

’’For the first time we are 
able to see on a molecular 
basis what might be causing 
this malignancy,” said David 
Siegel of the John Theurer 
Cancer Center at Hackensack 
University, New Jersey. 

”We already know what 
causes many types of cancer, 
but until now we had few 
clues to the causes of 
myeloma.” 


A preliminary analysis of 
the DNA variations suggests 
there are common pathways, 
especially in the cellular pro¬ 
tein-making machine, that 
enable a malignant cell to 
survive, invade and spread. 

The initial benefit from 
this is understanding more 
about the basics of multiple 
myeloma. 

Eventually, doctors hope, 
it will lead to drugs to block 
the disease. 

"If s going to take a lot of 
biological research to sort out 
whether these will make 
good drug targets,” said Todd 
Golub, director of the cancer 
programme at the Broad In¬ 
stitute of Harvard University 
and the Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology (MIT). 

”But this is an example of 
how genetic analysis can help 
point the field in the right di¬ 
rection very dramatically.” 

Australia carries 
out its first hand 
transplant 

SYDNEY (AFP) - A man 
who lost his hands and feet to 
a bacterial infection four years 
ago has become Australia's 
first recipient of a hand trans¬ 
plant, a report said Thursday. 

Peter Walsh, 65, underwent 
the successful nine-hour oper¬ 
ation in Sydney this week. 

"Peter was wriggling his 
fingers today,” Professor 
Wayne Morrison, who led the 
20-strong surgical team, told 
the Sydney Daily Telegraph. 

"We actually don't want 
him to be moving his hand 
yet, but it's demonstrating 
everything is connected. 
Everything is on track.” 

Walsh lost his hands, most 
of his left leg and part of his 
right foot four years ago to a 
bacterial infection which al¬ 
most claimed his life. 

"I'm not one for holding 
hands but it would mean so 
much to have hands again,” 
said Walsh, a grandfather of 
16. "I don't know who gave it 
to me, but I am so thankful for 
what they have done.” 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Actos, a medicine that treats 
adult onset diabetes, also pre¬ 
vented the development of the 
disease in more than 70 per¬ 
cent of people who are con¬ 
sidered high risk, according to 
findings announced this week. 

The results could help tens 
of millions of pre-diabetics in 
the world, including 40 mil¬ 
lion Americans, who are con¬ 
sidered high risk because of 
excessive weight, ethnicity or 
other predispositions. 

An Actos (pioglitazone) 
pill taken each morning pre¬ 
vented the onset of Type 2 
(adult) diabetes in 72 percent 
of the 602 high-risk partici¬ 
pants in the study, whose find¬ 
ings were published in the 
New England Journal of Med¬ 
icine. 

Researchers also said they 
found among participants a 31 
percent decrease in the rate of 
thickening of the carotid ar¬ 
tery, a major vessel that sup¬ 
plies blood to the brain. 

"It's a blockbuster study,” 
said Ralph DeFronzo, profes¬ 
sor of medicine at University 
of Texas at San Antonio, and 
principal author of the study. 

"The 72 percent reduction 


is the largest decrease in the 
conversion rate of pre-dia¬ 
betes to (Type 2) diabetes that 
has ever been demonstrated 
by any intervention, be it diet, 
exercise or medication,” De¬ 
Fronzo said. 

Type 2 diabetes, if uncon¬ 
trolled, can lead to serious 
medical problems including 
heart disease, kidney damage, 
amputation and blindness. 

Actos, manufactured by 
Takeda, Japan's largest phar¬ 
maceutical company, is 
widely used by people with 
Type 2 diabetes to help the 
body better use insulin. Along 
with a healthy diet and exer¬ 
cise, it helps lower blood glu¬ 
cose (sugar) levels, according 
to the company's website. 

Takeda funded "an inde¬ 
pendent investigator grant” to 
DeFronzo to conduct the new 
study, during which some pa¬ 
tients were tracked for up to 
four years. The average follow¬ 
up was 2.4 years, they said. 

Participants were chosen 
because of their high risk for 
diabetes, including obesity, 
family history and impaired 
glucose tolerance. Side effects 
included weight gain and fluid 
retention. 


Fish therapy 



Kangal fish, also called Doctor fish, nibble the feet of a 
tourist at a Thai Medical center in Prague. The fish live and 
breed in the outdoor pools of some Turkish spas, where they 
feed on the skin of patients with psoriasis. The fish are like 
combfishes in that they only consume the affected and dead 
areas of the skin, leaving the healthy skin to grow, with the 
outdoor location of the treatment bringing beneficial effects. 
The spas are not meant as a curative treatment option, only 
as a temporary alleviation of symptoms, and patients usu¬ 
ally revisit the spas every few months. Some patients have 
experienced complete cure of psoriasis after repeated treat¬ 
ments, but due to the unpredictable nature of the disease, 
which is strongly influenced by endogenous factors, this may 
simply be regression toward the mean.

Germany presses for 
'total' oil embargo on 
Libya

BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) 
- Germany, which refused to 
vote for UN Resolution 
1793, Thursday called for a 
’’total” oil embargo on 
Moamer Kadhafi’s regime as 
some of its EU partners 
urged an upgrade in recogni¬ 
tion of Libyan rebels. 

’’There’s a form of give- 
and-take being negotiated 
between these positions” at a 
European Union summit tak¬ 
ing place Thursday and 
today in Brussels, a diplo¬ 
matic source said. 

Chancellor Angela 
Merkel joined the summit 
calling on her 26 partners to 
tighten the noose on Kadhafi 
by stiffening oil sanctions. 

”I’m strongly in favour of 
the European Union agree¬ 
ing a total oil embargo” 
against Libya, she said, reit¬ 
erating a speech to the Bun¬ 
destag earlier. 

The EU this week slapped

the latest in a series of sanc¬ 
tions against the country’s oil 
wealth, notably targeting its 
top oil firm, the National Oil 
Corporation. 

A diplomatic source said 
Berlin’s call to step up sanc¬ 
tions followed criticism at 
home against Merkel’s re¬ 
fusal to sign up to the inter¬ 
national military coalition. 

Germany moreover, un¬ 
like partners such as Italy, 
has no economic interests at 
stake in Libya. 

The countries taking part 
in military action, such as 
Britain, France and Italy, are 
less inclined to step up sanc¬ 
tions, said an EU diplomat 
who asked not to be named. 

France however is ex¬ 
pected to press for the EU to 
add political weight to anti- 
Kadhafi insurgents in the in¬ 
terim transition council by 
recognising them as ’’legiti¬ 
mate” rather than merely 
’’political” interlocutors — 
the status decided at an EU 
summit earlier this month. 

Earlier in Brussels, Ger¬ 
many’s Europe Minister 
Werner Hoyer said, speaking 
English: ”In the medium 
term the question of flows of 
fresh money into the pockets 
of Kadhafi and his people is 
a decisive point for his 
chance to survive the situa¬ 
tion. 

”We believe that beyond 
the military activities legit¬ 
imised by the UN Security 
Council it is necessary to 
speed up the process of sanc¬ 
tions against Mr Kadhafi, 
knowing well that the effect 
of these sanctions takes more 
time,” he added. 

”We will not be satisfied 
with a solution where at the 
end we are able to stop Kad¬ 
hafi from further torturing 
his people and going against 
his own people while staying 
in power and leaving the 
country in a mess,” he added. 

”So it’s necessary to move 
up with the non military ac¬ 
tivities as well and there I 
think lies the role of the EU.” 


Arbitration court nixes BP's 
Russia tie-up 


MOSCOW (AFP) - A Stock¬ 
holm tribunal on Thursday 
ruled out British energy giant 
BP's Arctic oil tie-up with Ros¬ 
neft in a decision that could hit 
Russian hopes of expanding its 
share of the world energy mar¬ 
ket. 

The Stockholm Arbitration 
Tribunal ruling upholds a 
freeze on the tie-up issued by a 
London court in February and 
formally puts a halt to the $16 
billion deal. 

The British firm immedi¬ 
ately issued a statement saying 
it "remains committed to part¬ 
ner with Russia” and would 
seek other ways of completing 
the historic deal. 

"BP has always been and re¬ 
mains fully committed to in¬ 
vesting in Russia,” it said. 

The news appeared to catch 
Russian officials off guard and 
is likely to cloud the immediate 
outlook of the country's largest 
oil company - a state-held firm 
that is urgently seeking interna¬ 
tional investors' support. 

"We only just received this 
information and have to study 
it in full,” chief Kremlin 


spokesman Dmitry Peskov told 
the RIA Novosti news agency. 

The unprecedented share- 
swap and Arctic exploration 
agreement was announced with 
much fanfare by the Russian 
government in January and was 
soon followed by a similar 
agreement between Rosneft 
and the US oil major Exxon 
Mobil. 

The deal would have 
handed Rosneft five percent of 
BP's ordinary voting shares in 
exchange for approximately 
9.5 percent of the Russian com¬ 
pany's stock. 

The tie-up would have seen 
the two firms jointly search for 
oil in Rosneft's three licensed 
blocks in the Arctic — a 
125,000 square kilometre (50 
square mile) region said to con¬ 
tain five billion tonnes of oil 
and 3.0 trillion cubic metres of 
gas. 

Rosneft has been seeking a 
Western partner to provide it 
with the know-how and tech¬ 
nology to develop the forbid¬ 
ding region and the Kremlin 
eventually gave the nod to BP 
— a company with a long but 


sometimes troubled history in 
Russia. 

The agreement was person¬ 
ally blessed by Russia's prime 
minister and de facto leader 
Vladimir Putin and hailed by 
BP as an important part of its 
expansion plans following the 
humiliation it suffered during 
last year's Gulf oil spill. 

But its implementation has 
been blocked in the courts 
amid arguments by BP's cur¬ 
rent Russian joint venture 
TNK-BP that the Rosneft tie- 
up violated its own shareholder 
agreement with the British 
company. 

BP was technically commit¬ 
ted to perform all its operations 
in Russia through its TNK-BP 
venture but was already work¬ 
ing on its own in the vast en¬ 
ergy project the country is 
developing in the Pacific 
Sakhalin Island. 

It used the Sakhalin argu¬ 
ment when it was presenting its 
case to the Kremlin and Putin 
himself later admitted to being 
was surprised that the agree¬ 
ment was having such difficul¬ 
ties in the courts. 


Debt-ridden Portugal vows to do 
all it can to avoid bailout 


LISBON (AFP) - Portugal 
vowed Thursday to "do all it 
can” to avert a bailout after 
Prime Minister Jose Socrates 
stepped down following a 
showdown with parliament 
over his minority government's 
latest austerity plan. 

Socrates, in power since 
2005, tendered his resignation 
late Wednesday, saying he 
could not govern without sup¬ 
port after all five opposition 
parties voted against his fourth 
programme in a year of spend-

ing cuts and tax hikes. 

The austerity plan was 
aimed at avoiding the need for 
an EU-IMF bailout to help Lis¬ 
bon meet debt repayment obli¬ 
gations, a package similar to 
those granted fellow eurozone 
members Greece and Ireland 
last year. 

"This crisis will have very 
serious consequences in terms 
of the confidence Portugal 
needs to enjoy with institutions 
and financial markets,” 
Socrates said after presenting 
his resignation to President 
Anibal Cavaco Silva. 


The events in Portugal 
threatened to derail a two-day 
European Union summit that 
got underway Thursday in 
Brussels expected to finalise 
the bloc's response to a year¬ 
long eurozone debt crisis. 

Speaking in Lisbon, Por¬ 
tuguese cabinet spokesman 
Pedro Silva Pereira said a 
bailout was not in the "national 
interest.'"'What is going to 
happen in the short-term is dis¬ 
astrous, it means the arrival of 
the IMF and people are going 
to suffer more than they have 
up until now,” he said.

(AFP) - A cute toy called So¬ 
phie the Giraffe, chewed by 
French babies for decades to 
quell the pain of first teeth, is 
now taking a huge bite out of 
the US market for teething 
aids. 

And all thanks to a Cali¬ 
fornia-based Frenchwoman 
who saw an opening for the 
diminutive rubber plaything - 
- and secured some celebrity 
help. 

"When my daughter was 
born in California in 1994, I 
looked for Sophie, but she 
couldn't be found," recalls 
Helene Dumoulin, describing 
how she hit on the idea of im¬ 
porting the Gallic toy. 

Made from natural rub¬ 
ber, Sophie — smiling, red¬ 
cheeked and with brown 
spots — was born on May 25, 
1961, and has been a staple of 
French babies' bedrooms and 
cots for half a century. 

But while being a must- 
have early parenting aid in 
France the toy, made by 
French firm Vulli from the 
eastern Haute Savoie depart¬ 
ment, was never seen outside 
its natural Gallic habitat. 

Persuading Americans to 
embrace Sophie was not easy. 
"To be honest I hadn't figured 
out how to sell it. And then 
20 dollars, it’s expensive. 
Stores that I visited showed 
me teething toys for five dol¬ 
lars," she told AFP. 

"Then I thought, why 
don't I try selling it in upmar¬ 
ket areas. So I went to Bev¬ 
erly Hills," she added, 
explaining how, after knock¬ 
ing on lots of doors, she met 
Teri Weiss, owner of a luxury 
toy store — who fell in love 
with Sophie. 

What she didn't know was 
that Weiss created "gift bas¬ 
kets" for a number of Holly¬ 
wood stars, from her Elegant 
Child boutique. 

"She came with a duffle 
bag full of clothing from 
France. I looked through all 
the clothing and I really said 
'No' to everything," Weiss re¬ 
called. "But in the bottom of 
the bag there was this little 
toy and I asked her: 'What is 
this?' 

"She said: 'I have six in 
the car.' I took the six. You 
know, I make beautiful bas¬ 
kets, and it looks so beautiful 
in my baskets." 

But then came the real 
stroke of luck. 

"The thing that really 
changed everything, I think, 
was Kate Hudson," Weiss 
said, referring to the Oscar- 
nominated US actress. "Her 
son just loved it so much and 


then the press picked it up," 
she said. 

Photos of celebrities' ba¬ 
bies clutching their Sophies 
began appearing in maga¬ 
zines, and the Gallic giraffe 
became a must-have acces¬ 
sory for Hollywood's smart 
set. 


was forced to recall millions 
of toys due to health con¬ 
cerns. 

"Moms threw all their 
toys away, and wondered 
what they could give their 
baby. Sophie was the answer, 
recommended from blog to 
blog," she said.

"I offered it to all the 
high-end boutiques, all over. 
And then I contacted moms' 
blogs, I sent them sample gi¬ 
raffes so they could test 
them," said Dumoulin. 

Despite the success — 
she sold more than 400,000 
giraffes in 2010 in some 
3,000 outlets across the 
United States — Dumoulin 
only works part time in the 
evenings on Sophie, after 
her day job as a real estate 
agent. 

"The packaging was in 
French, so I had to make the 
labels myself. It was a 
painstaking job. Lots of peo¬ 
ple think it happened 
overnight, but it didn't. It was 
a huge amount of work, with 
lots of tears and frustration 
along the way!" 

The watershed came in 
2007, when toy giant Mattel 


Made in France with natu¬ 
ral rubber, and decorated 
using food paint, Sophie was 
welcomed as a no-risk alter¬ 
native for babies in need of 
something to chew on to 
soothe their aching gums. 

"Babies love it because it's 
very light-weight. It's very 
easy for them to grasp as a 
newborn. And they love that 
the little head has bumps. 
They love to squish it," said 
Weiss. 

"They feel, I think, the 
sense of power, that they can 
squish it and crunch it. And 
the mothers love it because 
it's made with food paint. It's 
natural, they are not afraid of 
it. 

"It's a little expensive, but 
I have found that a mother is 
very willing to spend 20-25 
dollars for her baby," she 
added.

India end Australia reign, 
set up Pakistan showdown

NEW DELHI,India (AFP) - 
India swept three-time de¬ 
fending champions Australia 
out of the World Cup yester¬ 
day to set up a semi-final 
showdown against bitter ri¬ 
vals Pakistan and heap more 
pressure on Ricky Ponting. 

India's five-wicket tri¬ 
umph in Ahmedabad means 
they will tackle Pakistan, 
who reached the last four 
with a crushing 10-wicket 
win over the West Indies, in 
Mohali on March 30. 

But Ponting was left bat¬ 
tling to extend his nine-year 
reign as Australia one-day 
captain despite the 36-year- 
old hitting a composed 104 in 
his team's below-par 260 for 
6 . 

Brad Haddin made 53 and 
the recalled David Hussey 
pitched in with an unbeaten 
38 off 26 balls. 

Yuvraj Singh then hit 57 
not out — his fourth fifty of a 
tournament where he is aver¬ 
aging over a hundred — to see 
India home with 14 balls to 
spare. 

Sachin Tendulkar missed 
his chance to clinch a land¬ 
mark 100th international cen¬ 
tury but his 53 was crucial as 
was Gautam Gambhir’s 50. 

"India v Pakistan semi-fi¬ 
nals - it doesn't get any better. 
The pressure will be big, but 
in reality it makes no differ¬ 
ence to us," said India skipper 
Mahendra Singh Dhoni. 

"I’d have been satisfied 
keeping Australia to 250, but 
we had our best fielding unit 
today. I think we saved 
around 15 runs that we didn't 
need to chase." 

Ponting, who went into 
the match with senior Cricket 
Australia officials reportedly 
keen for a change in leader¬ 


ship of the team, said his side 
let themselves down. 

"With 15 overs to go, it 
was touch and go, but Yuvraj 
and Suresh Raina (34 not out) 
played really well. It's disap¬ 
pointing to bow out. We are a 
better team than that." 

But he was characteristi¬ 
cally defiant when asked if he 
was calling time on his inter¬ 
national career.

"What did I tell you the 
other day? Nothing's 
changed," said Ponting. 

Pakistan coach Waqar 
Younis said he is relishing the 
prospect of playing the last 
two matches in India to win 
the World Cup as his team 
continued their ruthless 
march. 

Pakistan, led from the 
front by inspirational captain 


Shahid Afridi, crushed the 
West Indies by 10 wickets in 
Dhaka on Wednesday to ad¬ 
vance to their first semi-final 
since 1999. 

Waqar said it will be 
"awesome" to take on India 
for a place in the final at the 
Wankhede stadium in Mum¬ 
bai on April 2. 

"There is no bigger rivalry 
in the game than that. We 
have not played each other in 
our own country in recent 
years," he said. 

"So it should be very ex¬ 
citing. The two are cricket- 
loving countries." 

West Indies coach Ottis 
Gibson threatened his senior 
players with the axe after 
their humiliating defeat. 

"We are very very disap¬ 
pointed with our perform¬ 
ance," the coach said. "It's a 
fact that our senior players 
have not performed. When 
the going got tough we did 
not stand up to it." 

Star opener Chris Gayle 
managed just 170 runs in the 
tournament, Shivnarine 
Chanderpaul made 114, 
Ramnaresh Sarwan just 115 
and big-hitter Kieron Pollard 
scored 180. 

The third quarter-final will 
be between South Africa and 
New Zealand in Dhaka on 
Friday with Sri Lanka host¬ 
ing England in Colombo on 
Saturday. 

England all-rounder 
Michael Yardy quit the World 
Cup suffering from depres¬ 
sion. 

The 30-year-old Sussex 
left-hander, who played in 
three matches at the tourna¬ 
ment, said he felt he had no 
option but to return home. 

He will be replaced by 
Adil Rashid.

Baseball: Barry Bonds perjury trial resumes with further testimony 


SAN FRANCISCO, California 
A key prosecution witness in 
the Barry Bonds federal trial 
testified yesterday that he 
loaned Bonds’ former mistress 
money for a lawyer after they 
both had a falling-out with the 
former San Francisco Giant. 

Steve Hoskins, a childhood 
friend whose family was close 
to Bonds’ family, also testified 
that he and Kimberly Bell, the 
former mistress who is ex¬ 
pected to testify against Bonds, 
have spoken several times in 
the last few weeks. 


Defense lawyer Allen Ruby 
has said he would show that 
key prosecution witnesses had 
grudges against Bonds and 
conspired to help prosecutors 
convict him of lying to a grand 
jury in 2003. Bonds testified to 
that grand jury that he had 
never knowingly used steroids. 

Hoskins said he loaned Bell 
more than $10,000 for an attor¬ 
ney, and that she repaid him 
when she sold a home. He said 
he also met with her in his at¬ 
torney’s office several times 
after September 2003, when 


the federal government’s in¬ 
vestigation of steroid distribu¬ 
tion in the Bay Area became 
public. 

Hoskins told jurors Wed¬ 
nesday that he recorded Greg 
Anderson, Bonds’ trainer, to 
get evidence to show Bonds' 
father that his son was using 
banned drugs. Hoskins said he 
wanted the elder Bonds to per¬ 
suade his son to stop using the 
drugs. 

But Ruby got Hoskins to 
admit that the elder Bonds was 
already deathly ill by March 


2003, around the time that 
Hoskins said he made the 
recording. It implicated Bonds 
in steroid use. Hoskins testi¬ 
fied he never gave the record¬ 
ing to Bobby Bonds, Barry's 
father, who died in 2003. 

Anderson, who served se¬ 
veral months in prison for 
steroid dealing, is currently be¬ 
hind bars for refusing to testify 
in this case. 

Bonds had previously asked 
Hoskins to investigate an in¬ 
jectable steroid called Win- 
strol, Hoskins said. 


"He just wanted me to find 
out what (the) specific steroid 
was and wanted me to find out 
what the effects were," 
Hoskins told the jury of eight 
women and four men. 

About a year after Bonds 
asked him to look into the 
steroid, Hoskins said, Bonds 
complained about the physical 
side effects of steroid injections. 

"He just complained that 
his butt was sore from the in¬ 
jections," Hoskins said, "just 
that the steroid was — the shots 
were making his butt sore."

MIAMI (AFP) - Australian 
Roland Garros finalist Saman¬ 
tha Stosur defeated China’s 
Zheng Jie 6-2, 6-1 yesterday to 
reach the third round of the $9 
million WTA and ATP Miami 
Masters Series hardcourt tour¬ 
nament. 

The fourth seed, ranked 
fifth in the world, has played 
the Miami quarter-finals for the 
past two editions, losing to the 
eventual champion on both oc¬ 
casions, Victoria Azarenka in 
2009 and Kim Clijsters last 
year. 

Stosur has been getting off 
to fast starts, having won her 
opening match at her previous 
seven events. 

The Australian took just 58 
minutes to advance as she 
never faced a break point but 
broke her Chinese opponent’s 
serve on six of a dozen 
chances. 

Stosur next plays Lucie Sa¬ 
farova, who beat Swiss veteran 
Patty Schnyder 6-2, 6-4. Stosur 
has lost all three of her matches 
against the 31 st-ranked Czech. 

The loss was the fifth for 
Zheng this season, with the 
Chinese player managing only 
two wins. 

The wrist surgery patient 
now stands 59th on the WTA 
list, her lowest since 2008 
Wimbledon Zheng was a 
Miami quarter-finalist in 2006. 


Tenth seed Shahar Peer was 
bundled out in her first match, 
losing to Spain’s Anabel Med¬ 
ina Garrigues 6-2, 6-2 while 
11th seed Svetlana Kuznetsova 
bounced back after a first- 
round defeat at Indian Wells to 
dispatch Romanian Simona 
Halep 6-0, 6-4. 

Slovak Daniela Hantuchova 
put out American Melanie 
Oudin 6-1, 6-3 while Czech 
Klara Zakopalova accounted 
for Britain's Elena Baltacha 7- 
6 (7/4), 6-3. 


Formula One: New Australian GP circuit 
mooted 


MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AFP) - Organisers said 
Wednesday they may switch 
the Australian Grand Prix to a 
dedicated circuit to keep the 
race after the expiry of its cur¬ 
rent contract. 

Australian Grand Prix Cor¬ 
poration chairman Ron Walker 
has identified a site for a pur¬ 
pose-built track at Avalon on 
the southwestern outskirts of 
Melbourne. 

The Australian race has 
been staged on a street circuit 
in Albert Park on the fringes of 
Melbourne's city centre since 
1996, but mounting financial 
losses have raised doubts 
about the future of the event. 


said: "If we have some new 
races, some others will fall out 
— we don't need Australia, for 
instance." 

Walker said he would ap¬ 
proach the Victorian state gov¬ 
ernment after this weekend's 
Australian GP to investigate 
the possibility of moving the 
event to Avalon. 

"Now that Mr Ecclestone 
has raised the issue again, 
maybe we might go to Avalon 
and look at the plans," Walker 
told the Autosport web-site on 
Wednesday. 

Walker said he was confi¬ 
dent the Australian GP would 
continue beyond the contract 
date.
